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Business Activity for the 4-week period ending Novem- 
ber 16 was up 2 per cent from the preceding 4 weeks but 
was 3 per cent below the corresponding period in 1956, and 
for the first 10 months of the year was only 1 per cent 
above last year according to the New York Times activity 
index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period were 
down 7 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, 13 per cent 
from the corresponding period in 1956, and 5 per cent for 
the first 10 months of the year from last year. 

Bank Debits outside New York city were down 5 per cent 
in October from September but were 4 per cent above 
October 1956, and for the first 10 months of the year were 
7 per cent above last year. 

Total Personal Income dropped fractionally in October 
from September but was 3 per cent above October 1956, 
and for the first 10 months of the year was 5 per cent 
above last year. 

Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board index was up 1 per cent on October from Sep- 
tember but was 3 per cent below October 1956, and for the 
first 10 months of the year was only 1 per cent above last 
year. 

Bituminous Coal Production was up 12 per cent in Octo- 
ber from September but was 5 per cent below October 
1956, and for the first 10 months of the year was 1 per cent 
below last year. 

Steel Production was down 1 per cent in October from 
November and 17 per cent from October 1956, but for the 
first 10 months of the year was 4 per cent above last year. 
The steel industry operated at 81 per cent of theoretical 
capacity in October. 

Retail Sales were up 3 per cent in October from Septem- 
ber, 4 per cent from October 1956, and 6 per cent for the 
first 10 months of the year. 

Department Store Sales were down 3 per cent in October 


from September and 2 per cent from October 1956, but for

Ohio, with 5.4 per cent of the nation’s population in 
1956, had 6.0 per cent of the total personal income.' 

In 1956, personal income in Ohio totalled $19.6 billion; 
the United States total was $324.3 billion. 

In 1957, U. S. personal income is running at the rate of 
some $342 billion, or an increase of about 5.5 per cent from 
1956. Ohio 1957 income, when the estimates are completed, 
will probably show a slightly lower rate of increase, 


1 Personal income is defined as including “net wages and salaries paid 
to individuals, net incomes of proprietors of unincorporated businesses, 
property income (interest, dividends, rents, and royalties) received by 
individuals, and other income such as public assistance payments, un- 
employment compensation, and social security payments.” It also in- 
cludes income in kind—the imputed net rental value of owner-occupied 
houses, food grown by farm families, the value of food and clothing 
furnished members of the armed forces, ete. Personal income is meas- 
ured before deduction of income taxes and other direct, personal taxes, 
but after deduction of individuals’ contributions to social security and 
government retirement programs. 


The Trend of Business 


Income Trends, Ohio and Leading States 


IN OHIO 


Bank Debits in 16 Ohio cities were down 4 per cent in 
October from September but were 2 per cent above Octo- 
ber 1956, and for the first 10 months of the year were 6 
per cent above last year. 

Bituminous Coal Production was up 9 per cent in Octo- 
ber from September but was 16 per cent below October 
1956, and for the first 10 months of the year was 10 per 
cent below last year. 

Agricultural Income was up 62 per cent in October from 
September but was only 1 per cent above October 1956, 
and for the first 10 months of the year was fractionally be- 
low last year. The large October increase was due pri- 
marily to income from grains, but income from grains for 
the first 10 months of the year was 12 per cent below last 
year. 

Number of Commercial Failures dropped 10 per cent in 
October from September but were 23 per cent above Octo- 
ber 1956, and for the first 10 months of the year were 12 
per cent above last year. 

Liabilities of Failed Firms were up 21 per cent in Octo- 
ber from September, 48 per cent from October 1956, and 
28 per cent for the first 10 months of the year. 

Retail Sales were up 4 per cent in October from Septem- 
ber but were 3 per cent below October 1956, and for the 
first 10 months of the year were 1 per cent below last year. 

Department Store Sales were up 6 per cent in October 
from September but were down 4 per cent from October 
1956 and for the first 10 months of the year were 2 per 
cent below last year. 


Cleaners’ and Dyers’ Sales were up 14 per cent in Octo- 
ber from September and were 6 per cent above October 
1955, but for the first 10 months of the year were 3 per 
cent below last year. 

New Passenger Automobile Registrations in 53 counties 
were down 11 per cent in October from September but 
were 2 per cent above October 1956, and for the first 10 
months of the year were only 1 per cent below last year. 


reflecting the heavier impact on the Ohio economy of the 
second-half softness in the durable goods industries. 


The 1956 totals represented an increase of 7 per cent 
from 1955 in both Ohio and the United States. Thus again 
in 1956, in the direction and magnitude of the change in 
total personal income, Ohio demonstrated the remarkable 
parallelism with the United States in major economic 
trends which has maintained over the past 50 years in 
general. From 1929 to 1956, it may be noted, the increase 
in total personal income was 278 per cent in Ohio, 279 
per cent in the United States. 

Total Personal Income 
New York continues to lead all the states in aggregate 


personal income. In 1956, New York had income totalling

Number of Commercial Failures was up 6 per cent 
in October from September, 11 per cent from Octo- 
ber 1956, and 8 per cent for the first 10 months of 
the year.

AKRON 

One per cent decreases occurred in total employ- 
ment and total payrolls in October from September, 
but compared with year-ago October figures both 
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current figures were higher. Among the component 
groups the only declines from last year were in 
manufacturing employment and construction em- 
ployment and payrolls. Total figures were also 
higher than last year in the first 10 months of 1957. 

Retail sales in October were up 1 per cent over 
sales in September, but were down 7 per cent from 
sales in October 1956.

As Chart 1 shows, since 1929 the leading states have 
displayed some significantly different trends in their rates 
of income growth relative to the national total. 

Of the 10 states with largest total personal income, 
only 4—Ohio, Michigan, Indiana and New Jersey—have 
maintained a relatively constant share of the national in- 
come over the past 27 years. 

Ohio had exactly the per cent of the national total—

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6.04 per cent—in 1956 that it had in 1929. 

Four of the largest states—New York, Pennsylvania, 
Illinois and Massachusetts—had steadily declining shares 
of the U. S. total. The decline of New York is most spec- 
tacular—from 16.5 per cent of the national total in 1929 
to 12.0 per cent in 1956. The Massachusetts position in 
share-of-total seems to have stabilized since 1949, but 
Pennsylvania and Illinois continued through 1956 on a slow 
downtrend. 

Two states, California and Texas, had rising shares of 
the U. S. total. Nearly all of the Texas rise in relative 
share came, however, in the World War II and immediate 
postwar period, 1939-1949. Since 1949, the Texas share 
has been on a very slight downtrend. 

California is almost exactly the inverse counterpart of 
New York. California’s per cent-of-U. S.-total has moved 
from 6.4 per cent in 1929 to 10.0 per cent in 1956. The 
California rise has been constant and, through 1956, gave 
no signs of slowing down. 

Per Capita Personal Income 

In per capita income, Ohio ranked 6th among the larg- 
est states in 1956, as it did in 1929. Taking all the states, 
Ohio ranked 11th in per capita income in 1956. 

As demonstrated in Chart 2, there were no such spec- 
tacular disparities among the states in rates of growth in 
per capita income as occurred in shares-of-total for aggre- 
gate income. In general, the 10 largest states had parallel 
changes in per capita income from 1929 through 1956. 

Ohio per capita income had about the same rate of de- 
cline as the United States in 1929 to 1939; increased at a 
slightly smaller rate in 1939 to 1949, and at a slightly more 
rapid rate than the U. S. in 1949 to 1956. 

From 1929 to 1956, and from 1955 to 1956, Ohio per 
capita income showed increases identical with U. S. per 
capita income— +176 per cent and +5 per cent! From 
1950 to 1956, though, the percentage increase for Ohio 
was 33 per cent, compared with 30 per cent for the U. S.
